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Grayling man receives plea deal 
for 2007 hit and run fatality

A Grayling Township man 
escaped a potential 15-year prison 
sentence with a plea deal for a hit 
and run fatality that resulted in the 
death of a Mio man just over two 
years ago, ; 

William Roger Gildner Jr, 48, 
plead guilty to operating without 
security (automobile insurance) 
and operating without a valid dri- 


ver’s license on Thursday. A charge 
of operating under the influence of 
liquor causing death was dropped 
by Crawford County Prosecutor 
Everette “Trey” Ayers for the agree- 
ment. The charge carried a 15-year 
prison sentence and a $10,000 fine. 

The charges stem from a fatal hit 
and run accident that caused the 
death of Neil Louis Pearce, 50, of 
Mio, on Jan, 17, 2007. 

Pearce was struck by Gildner's 
pickup truck while he was walking 


on M-72 West near the Grayling 
Hospital for Animals. Pearce’s body 
was not discovered lying in a snow- 
bank until the next morning. 

Gildner faces one year in jail and 
a $200 to $500 fine for the operating 
without security charge and 90 days 
in jail and a $100 fine for operating 
without a valid driver’s license. 

Gildner will be sentenced by 46th 
Circuit Trial Court Judge Janet M. 
Allen in April. 

Gildner was scheduled for a 


three-day jury trial slated to begin 
on Monday, March 23. 

According to court records, 
Crawford County Sheriff’s Deputies 
Shawn Chmielewski, Jason 
Alexander and Jimmy Parker were 
able to track down Gildner just 
hours after Pearce was found, from 
paint and debris left from his pickup 
truck taken into evidence at the 
accident scene.

The Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners will hold two upcoming 
meetings to gather input on a proposal that 
could land an ORV ordinance covering 
county roads. 

Crawford County Commissioner Scott 
Hanson said an informational meeting on 
the ORV ordinance will be held at 6:30 
p.m. on Thursday, April 2, at the Crawford 
County Courthouse. 

At the meeting, Hanson said a map was 
developed by Crawford County Road 
Commission officials and Susan Thiel, for- 
est manager for Michigan Department of 
Natural Resource's (DNR) Grayling Forest 
Unit. The map will link up some county 
roads with existing ORV trails in Grayling 
Charter Township and Frederic Township, a 
trail in South Branch Township that 
includes a loop coming in from 
Roscommon County and a trail in Lovells 
Township that has a loop coming in from 
Oscoda County. A second map would uti- 
lize some snowmobile trails to link to the 
ORV trails.

School Board OKs new hires, resignations

Two relatively new faces 
to the Crawford AuSable 
School District will step 
down from their teaching 
positions at the end of the 
school year. 

The Crawford AuSable 
School Board accepted the 
resignations of Grayling 
High School teachers Brett 
Craven and Darvin Powell 
at its regular monthly meet- 
ing last week. 

Craven is a first-year lan- 
guage arts teacher with the 
school district who plans to 
relocate to the Grand 
Rapids area where he has a 


home and hopes to find a 
teaching position. 


Powell is a building - 


trades and wood technolo- 
gies instructor at the high 
schoo]. Powell has been 


-commuting from Bay City 


since he took the position 
and wants to spend more 
time with family than on 
the road. 

“It’s just getting to be too 
much of a burden for his 
family life,” said Crawford 
AuSable School District 
Superintendent Joe Powers. 

Craven’s position will not 
be filled due to declining 
enrollment and declining 
school funding, Powers 
said. The building trades 


position will be filled by 


_Jeff Koehler, a special edu- 


cation teacher qualified to 
leach building trades, and 
by potentially working with 
Kirtland Community 
College to provide instruc- 
lion to students. 

In other action, the board 
agreed to hire Cyndi 
Powers as the Grayling 
Elementary School’s 
Advanced Studies teacher. 

The advanced studies 
program is a six-week pro- 
gram. 

The after school pro- 
gram, offered to third 
through fifth graders, is for 
students with high IQs and 
unique thinking skills. The 


25 students involved in the 
program are recommended 
by their teachers and are 
then tested by the school 
district’s psychologist Val 
Sloan. 

Cyndi Powers, who is Joe 
Powers’ wife, teaches the 
advanced studies program 
at the Grayling Middle 
School as an elective class. 

“Sometimes this is for 
kids that think outside of 
the box or problem solve in 
different ways, so we try to 
reach them in a different 
way,” Powers said. 

Finally, second grade 
teacher Suzanne Schlatter 
will be moving with her 
students to the Grayling 
Elementary School. The 
AuSable Primary School 
currently has six second 
grade classes. Schlatter will 
be teaching a third grade 
class next year, 

“By union contract we 
had to post the position 
even though it was an inter- 
nal transfer,” Powers said.

To cap off the tour, 
the Lions of Michigan All 
State Band will perform in 
the Traverse City Cherry 
Festival parade. 

Each year, from 1948 to 
1977, a high school band 
was selected to represent the 
Lions of Michigan in the 
annual parade at their inter- 
national convention.

Meetings slated for final ORV ordinance input

Under the legislation 
signed into law last year, 
counties and townships can 
open their roadways to ORV 
use on the “far right,” at a 
speed no greater than 25 
mph, once a local ordinance 
is adopted. All youths must 
have DNR ORV safety train- 
ing and be under visual 
supervision of an adult, able 
to come to their immediate 
aid, as per current law. 

Comments on the maps 
and the ORV ordinance, 
from ORV ordinance enthu- 
siasts and those against the 
proposal, will be encouraged 
at the meeting. 

The Crawford County 
Road Commission and town 
ships in the county had the 
opportunity to close down up 
to 30 percent of the roads in 
its jurisdiction. So far, the 
South Branch Township 
Board has been the only 
township to give input on the 
proposed ordinance, 

A public hearing will be 
held at [0 am. on 
Wednesday, April 15, when 
the ordinance could possible 
be adopted by the Crawford 
County Board of 
Commissioners. 

Hanson said he hopes for a 
big turnout at both meetings. 
He said he would prefer an 
ORV ordinance that would 


open up roads leading to gas’ 


stations, stores and restau- 
rants to create business for 
the local economy, but it will 
be up to the county commis- 
sioners and local officials 
before the ordinance moves 
forward, 

"It's up to the county com- 
missioners on what they 
want to do," Hanson said. 

Hanson said fears about 
environmental damage, tres- 
passing and ORV operators 
driving erratically would be 
dealt with under the ordi- 
nance. 

“If it becomes a problem, I 
would be just as quick to 
vote to open the roads as ! 
would vote to close them 
down," Hanson said. 

A maximum fine of not 


e* ve 


more than $500 can be levied 
against an ORV operator 
who violates the ordinance. 
Fifty percent of the fine goes 
to the sheriff's department or 
police department responsi- 
ble for training and law 
enforcement of the ORV 
ordinance. The remaining 
funds go to address environ- 
mental issues caused by 
ORV users. 

In addition, the court shall

AIG BONUSES - The 
public and congressional 
uproar over the millions of 
dollars paid to American 
International Group (AIG) 
executives in the shadow of 
billions of taxpayer bailout 
dollars advanced to the ailing 
insurance company ts a won- 
der to behold. 

Congress wants the bonus 
money back, one way or 
another. 

One plan would impose a 
90 percent income tax on 
bonus money already paid to 
the AIG executives. Another 
idea is to sue AIG to recover 
every bonus ‘dollar paid. 
Another is to ask those who 


received the bonuses to give 
them back voluntarily, and 
some AIG executives have 
agreed to do just that. 

‘The public is justifiably 
upset, too. Citizen pickets 
are demonstrating in neigh- 
borhocd where the bonus- 
takers live.

Birch! 
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Extra $25 in 
jobless benefits to 
start appearing 


Unemployed Michigan 
workers will begin collect- 
ing an extra $25 a week in 
unemployment benefits 
starting with payments 
issued next week. 

“We are completing the 
necessary computer pro- 
gramming changes and will 
be ready to add the $25 in 
Federal Additional 
Compensation (FAC) to 
unemployment benefit pay- 
ments beginning on March 
23,” Stephen Geskey, direc- 
tor of Michigan’s 
Unemployment Insurance 
Agency (UIA), said today, 

FAC is payable to those 
who are otherwise entitled 
to either state or federal 
unemployment benefits. 
The extra federal-funded 
benefits are part of the 
American Recovery and 
Reinvestment Act (ARRA) 
that was passed by Congress 
and signed into law by 
President Obama in 
February. Governor 
Granholm then signed an 
agreement with the U.S. 
Department of Labor granti- 
ng unemployed Michigan 
workers the additional $25 
more per week in unemploy- 
ment benefits, 

“The extra $25 per week 
will be added to benefit pay- 
ments issued starting on 
Monday, March 23,” Geskey 
said. “And the extra $25 
will automatically be added 
to future benefit payments.” 

Geskey said unemployed 
workers will receive a 
retroactive lump sum pay- 
ment for any weeks they 
claimed and were eligible 
for going back to the week 


ending February 28, when 
the benefit increase became 
effective. The lump sum 
payment could be $25 to 
$75. These back payments 
are expected to be issucd in 
April. 

He also noted that the 
extra $25 a week is taxable. 
Those who have taxes with- 
held from their benefit pay- 
ments will notice a slight 
decrease in the $25 FAC, 
once taxes are deducted. 
The lump-sum payments 
will also be reduced, if taxes 
are withheld. 

The added benefits will 
temporarily increase all 
state and federal unemploy- 
ment benefit payments and 
temporarily boost 
Michigan’s maximum 
weekly benefit from $362 to 
$387. The $25 is a tempo- 
rary payment that will be 
applied to weeks of unem- 
ployment for those with cur- 
rent claims and those who 
establish claims before the 
end of 2009. FAC pay- 
ments will be phased out by 
the week ending July 3, 
2010. 

Geskey pointed out that 
Michigan employers will 
not be charged for the extra 
unemployment benefits as 
they are federally funded 


through the ARRA. 
“These extra dollars 
were made — available 


through the national eco- 
nomic recovery legislation 
and will be a help to unem- 
ployed Michigan workers 
who are struggling to make 
ends meet during these 
extremely challenging 
times,” Geskey said,

Red Flags from 
Government 


The system described in 
Genesis 57 to alter Egypt’s 
political and economic sys- 
tems may give some 
insight into problems and 
solutions being raised for 
America and other free 
nations today. 

First, there was trouble 
in the Egyptian economy 
brought on by a famine as 
stated in Genesis 47:13. 
The state used this trouble 
to confiscate their money 
supply in Genesis 47:14: 
“14And Joseph gathered 
up all the money that was 
found in the land of Egypt, 
and in the land of Canaan, 
for the corn which they 
bought: and Joseph 
brought the money into 
Pharaoh’s house.” They 
then targeted the people 
leaving them with no 
money to buy food in 
Genesis 47:15: “15And 
when money failed in the 
land of Egypt, and in the 
land of Canaan, all the 
Egyptians came unto 
Joseph, and said, Give us 
bread: for why should we 
die in thy presence? for the 
money faileth.” Money 
failure was their first red 
flag. 

Second, with the 
money controlled by the 
state, the next target was 
their businesses in 
Genesis 47:16: ‘“16And 
Joseph said, Give your cat- 
tle; and I will give you for 


in Genesis 47:17: “17And 
they brought their cattle 
unto Joseph: and Joseph 
gave them bread in 
exchange for horses, and 
for the flocks, and for the 
cattle of the herds, and for 
the asses: and he fed them 
with bread for all their cat- 
tle for that year.” 
Nationalizing business is a 
red flag. 

Third, with the state 
controlling their money 
and businesses they had 
nothing left but their land 
and their bodies. “....Qur 
money is spent; my lord 
also hath our herds of cat- 
tle; there is not ought left 
in the sight of my lord, but 
our bodies, and our lands.” 
(Genesis 47:18b). The 
Egyptians became as 
crown tenants of Pharaoh 
under a feudal type sys- 
tem. Genesis 47:19: 
“19Wherefore shall we die 
before thine eyes, both we 
and our land? buy us and 
our land for bread, and we 
and our land will be ser- 
vants unto Pharaoh: and 
give us seed, that we may 
live, and not die, that the 
land be not desolate.” 

Fourth, state ownership 
changed things into a new 
system. Genesis 47: 
“20And Joseph bought all 
the land of Egypt for 
Pharaoh; for the Egyptians 
sold every man his field, 
because the famine pre- 
vailed over them: so the 


land became Pharaoh’s. 
21And as for the people, he 
removed them to cities 
from one end of the bor- 
ders of Egypt even to the 
other end thereof.” 
They had new government 
jobs in Genesis 47:23: 
“23Then Joseph said unto 
the people, Behold, I have 
bought you this day and 
your land for Pharaoh: lo, 
here is seed for you, and ye 
shall sow the land.” Both 
government land and job 
increases are red flags. 

At 20%, their new taxes 
seemed fair in Genesis 
47:24: “24And it shall 
come to pass in the 
increase, that ye shall give 
the fifth part unto 
Pharaoh, and four parts 
shall be your own, for seed 
of the field, and for your 
food, and for them of your 
households, and for food 
for your little ones.” So 
the citizens felt favored by 
their new government sys- 
tem in Genesis 47:25: 
“25And they said, Thou 
hast saved our lives: let us 
find grace in the sight of 
my lord, and we will be 
Pharaoh’s servants.” How 
could people robbed of 
everything show such grat- 
itude? The Stockholm 
Syndrome is another red 
flag. Pastor “B”

tions. The senior center 
needs more space to pro- 
vide adequate services to 
existing seniors, a variety 
of services to the younger 
senior population and ser- 
vices that emerging Baby 
Boomers will demand. 

The current senior center 
space is leased from the 
Grayling Housing 
Commission. Relocating 
the Grayling Housing 
Commission office from 
the building or similar 
expansion plans have been 
ruled out by Housing 
Commission and U.S. 
Department of Housing 
and Urban Development 
officials. 

Grayling Senior Linda 
Ferrell said she was not 
“crazy” about the move to 
the fish hatchery, but is 
warming up to the proposal 
based on services and 
activities that could be pro- 
vided. 

“I guess that it will work 
for what they want to do in 
the future and they can’t 
find any other place that is 
suitable to fit our needs,” 
Ferrell said. 

In February, the 
Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners agreed to 
issue bonds, not to exceed 
$1.5 million, to renovate 
and make site improve- 
ments to relocate the 
Grayling Senior Center to 
the former fish hatchery 
building. 

A 45-day referendum on 
the bond sale proposal ends 
on Sunday, April 12. If 10 
percent of registered voters 
in the county sign petitions 
protesting the bond sale, 
the financing measure 
would have to be placed on 
a ballot to be decided by 
voters.

protested the move to the 
fish hatchery since the idea 
was first proposed, is 
spearheading a_ petition 
drive to get the bonding on 
a ballot. 

“We want to put this on 
the ballot for the county to 
have a chance to vote on 
it,’ Powers said. “That’s 
the only sensible way to do 
it,” 

Robert McIntosh, anoth- 
er senior circulating peti- 
tions, said moving the cen- 
ter away from the seniors 
that live in apartments by 
the senior center would cut 
down on the camaraderie 
that seniors now enjoy. 

“I don’t think it’s a good 
idea to move the senior 
center all the way out there 
to North Down River Road, 
away from the seniors that 
use the senior center to a 
great extent,’ McIntosh 
said. 

MclIntosh said that he 
and others would be propo- 
nents for rehabilitating the 
fish hatchery as a nature 
museum dedicated to 
grayling fish, trout fishing, 
pioneering fishing and 
hunting guides and Trout 
Unlimited founders.

The initial fish hatchery 
building was built in 1919, 
but was destroyed by a fire, 
The current fish hatchery 
building was built in 1948. 

Over the past six years, 
over $500,000 in 
Department of Natural 
Resources grant funds, 
United States Department 
of Agriculture grant funds 
and local donations have 
been poured into restoring 
the fish hatchery grounds 
and preparing the building 
for a future use. 

Joe Duran, the director of 


Crawford County’s 
Building and Zoning 
Department, said the fish 


hatchery building was 
sound and could be mad- 
ernized for future use. 

“For as old as it is, it’s an 
amazing building,” Duran 
said, 

Russ Strohpaul, fire chief 
for the Grayling Fire 
Department, said that the 
building could also be 
updated to make it safe to 
meet current building and 
fire codes. 

“With enough money, 
anybody can bring any- 
thing up to code,” 
Strohpaul said. “If they 
decide to do the work, we 
will make sure it’s compli- 
ant before it is occupied.”

Continued from 1A 
blinker assembly and air 
intake, located between the 
hood and windshield of the 
truck, to employees at 
Scheer Motor’s Body Shop. 
Chmiclewski was able to 
confirm that the parts were 
from a General Motors 
truck. 

At Gildner’s residence, 
Chmiclewski compared the 
broken pieces to recent 
damage caused to the pick- 
up truck. 

Gildner told police he 
thought he hit a deer when 
he heard an object collide 
with his truck. He told 
police he turned around and 
drove back through the 
area, but did not see a deer 
or a person lying on the 
side of the road. 

Gildner was visibly upset 
when police told him he 
struck a person. Despite dri- 
virig without a valid driver’s 
license, valid license plate 
or insurance,  Gildner 
claimed he would have 
reported the accident to 
police if he was aware he 
collided with a pedestrian. 

Chmielewski confirmed 
that Grayling City 
Patrolman Al Somero had 
contact with Pearce walking 
in the road by the Grayling 
Eagles Club around 6 p.m. 
on the night of the accident, 
and in the road by Burger 
King later in the evening.

As part of the weekend, 
the youth group was 
required to giye up their cell 
phones and I-Pods and did 
not play any video games, 
watch DVDs or watch tele- 
vision. The motto for Sound 
Off for Poverty is “Tune Out 
the Noise - Tune in the 
Poor.” Most of the youth 
group members had cell 
phones or I-Pods. 

According to Sound Off 
for Poverty statistics: 

* By first grade, most chil- 
dren have spent the equiva- 
lent of three school years in 
front of the television. 

* Fifty-five percent of all 
online American teens use 
social networks and have 
posted a profile online. 
Forty-three percent say they 
have been contacted by a 
stranger online. 

» TV, movies, video 
games and Internet use can 
have serious consequences 
for children’s health. From 
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obesity and social isolation 
to early sexual initiation and 
aggressive and _ violent 
behavior, 15 new studies 
link exposure to media 
images with a broad range 
of negative health, behav- 
ioral and lifestyle issues in 
children and teens. 

* An estimated 75 percent 
of teens spend two or three 
hours a day downloading or 
listening to music online. 

¢ There are 37 million 
people living in poverty in 
the United States - that's one 
in every eight Americans. 
Poverty crosses every barri- 
er - age, race, gender and 
family situation - but most 
Americans in poverty are 
children, elderly or people 
unable to work due to ill- 
ness or disability. 

At the same time: 

* The poverty rate for 
children is higher than for 
any other age group, with 
nearly 18 percent of all chil- 
dren in this country living in 
poverty. 

* Many Americans - 17.6 
million living in poverty - 
are employed but simply do 
not eam enough to support 
themselves or their families. 

¢ Over 30 million house- 
holds experience housing 
issues Such as excessive cost 
burdens, overcrowding, 
severe physical deficiencies, 
no hot water, no electricity, 
no toilet, no bathtub or 
shower, and homelessness 
including families who are 
sleeping in cars or aban- 
doned buildings, or con- 
stantly on the move from 
friend to friend. 

* Over 48 million 
Americans do not have 
health insurance. Every 30 
seconds, someone in the 
United States files for bank- 
ruptcy in the aftermath of a 
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serious health problem. 

“They're just wondering 
about food and where 
they’re going to sleep 
tonight,” said Diane Davis, 
the director of the Love Inc. 
affiliate office in Cadillac, 
of people living in poverty. 

The main event for the 
Sound Off for Poverty 
included a food scavenger 
hunt, where the youth went 
door-to-door in Grayling 
and collected food and 
health care items for the 
Crawford County 
Community Christian Help 
Center. After the scavenger 
hunt, the youngsters toured 
the Help Center with direc- 
tor Marianne Gosnell. 

“Tt let them know that the 
Help Center is available and 
if they know someone that 
needs help, they can point 
therm in the right direction,” 
said Nancy Goodyear, a 
youth group leader along 
with Deanna Johnston. 

Nick Smock said he 
enjoyed being able to pitch 
in and help those less fortu- 
nate, 

“It was fun to help the 
poor and the needy, go door- 
to-door and take the food 
down to the Help Center,” 
Smock said. 

Gosnell said that a Help 
Center volunteer invento- 
ried and put the food and 
other items on the Help 
Center’s shelves Monday. 
She added that the Help 
Center is seeing about a 
dozen family members 
seeking help each day and 
have been serving up to 90 
clients a month due to the 
local economic woes. Those 
figures are nearly double the 
number of family members 
the Help Center has assisted 
in the past. 

Despite the increased 
demand, Gosnell said the 
Help Center's shelves 
remain stocked with plenty 
of items for the next family 
that comes through their 
doors. 

“We have a very generous 
Crawford County,” Gosnell 
said,

Volunteer 
activities range from finding 
clothing, shoes, diapers and 
food for the needy to knock- 
ing down a wasp's nest at a 
mother's home whose child 
was highly allergic to wasps 
and building a porch for a 
woman using a wheelchair 
so she could enjoy the out- 
doors. 

In just a few minutes, the 
Michelson Memorial Youth 
group raised the possibili- 
ties of shoveling snow, rak- 
ing leaves, baby-sitting for a 
family and building items as 
ways they could help mem- 
bers of the community. 

“You guys are just full of 
possibilities and things you 
can do,” Davis said. “That's 
exactly what Love in the 
Name of Christ is all about - 
people helping people.” 

Goodyear said the Sound 
Off for Poverty will contin- 
ue through next Sunday, 
March 29, when the youth 
group will take a “noisy col- 
lection” to support Love 
Inc. efforts in the United 
States.

Spring sports programs 
- get ready for 2009 season 


Teams deal with weather, rotating practice schedules

Sanchez said.

An avid Grayling bowler scored a near 
perfect game earlier this month and hopes 
his accomplishment will prompt others to 
get into the sport.

Paul Junttila, Jake Helsel and Al 
Angove have bowled 300 games since the 
American Legion Lounge and Lanes was 
built in the 1950s. Lance Davis has bowled 
a pair of 300 games at the bowling alley. 

During the tournament, Thayer started 
bowling in doubles action with fellow 
bowler Todd Kotrash. Thayer was off of his 
game and did not hit his average. 

When Thayer moved down a couple of 
lanes for singles competition, he started hit- 
ting his groove and steadily improved. 

“He bowled like crap in doubles and then 
he was like God in singles — he couldn’t 
iniss,” said Pat Benardo, a Grayling resident 
and a longtime member of the City 
Association bowling leagues. 

Thayer said Kotrash mentioned that he 
would probably pick up his game when they 
got into singles play. 

“Every. time I bowled a strike, 1 was 
almost apologetic — but I guess that’s bowl- 
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tine, but the first couple weeks they’ll have 
to juggle it. As a coach, it puts a strain on 
you, too,” Sanchez said. “Once spring 
sports get rolling, they pretty much take 
care of themselves, but it’s really difficult 
from now until spring break.” 

Spring break at GHS is set for April 3 
through April 13. Several teams have non- 
conference games slated for prior to spring 
break, and the bulk of the season will start 
after spring break. 

The Crawford AuSable School District’s 
spring break did not line up with the spring 
breaks of other schools in the Lake 
Michigan Conference, which created some 
scheduling issues for games and meets for 
several sports.

ing,” Thayer said. 

Thayer bowled 14 strikes in a row. On the 
brink of bowling a perfect game, Thayer 
said bowlers and spectators quieted and he 
left the 10 pin standing.
